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(WHY IS CRUDE OIL LOW? 


“Monopoly Controls,” Answer the 
Producers of the Mid-Continent 











“Monopoly” is the answer of the Mid-Continent field to the question of “Why is Mid- 
Continent Crude Low?” 

Producers are practically a unit in this verdict, rendered since September 1, through a 
poll of the Mid-Continent field made by this paper. 

Some blame the big pipe line companies for not being in active competition with each 
other, while others say that the producer himself is to blame in that he has not given much, 
if any, thought to the marketing of his product. Intimation is given, in the returns to the 
poll, that plans may be worked out by the producers themselves shortly for the betterment 
of market conditions. 


And this unanimous verdict came just after Standard Oil had raised the price of Mid- 
Continent crude from 38 to 40 cents and at the time strong rumors came from Standard 
Oil sources that crude would go still higher. One high Standard Oil official is quoted as 
saying that the talk among his associates was that Mid-Continent Crude would go to 50 
cents in sixty days, from Sept. 1st. 

But the wormwood in the cup containing the two-cent increase was the fact that the 
Central Fuel Oil Co.—the Priestly deal—was reported as contracting with fuel oil con- 
sumers for its product at 65 cents a barrel, and the further fact that just prior to the increase 
Standard Oil was more persistent than it had been in some time to get control of the larger 
producing properties of the field at its price. A few days before the increase was announced, 
Standard Oil was successful in buying the Barnes properties, about the largest in the Glenn 
pool at a reported price of about $250.00 a barrel or less, although it was known that the 
Barneses, as well as the field generally, held those properties to be worth at least $400 a 
barrel. Reports are that the latter price was obtained and that the lower figure was given 
out to “bear” the market, but nothing authoritative has been said on this. 

The fact has now been forced home on the producers, according to their statements, 
that it is up to them to get a better market if they are ever to have one. That this fact is 
finally realized and that the producer is now ready for action, is considered a big victory 
over the efforts of Standard Oil to always placate the producer and keep him “satisfied.” 
But further than that this fact is now safely lodged in the Mid-Continent cranium there 
seems to be nothing. ; 

President Perry of the Oklahoma Oil & Gas Producers Association has called on the 
producers for plans to boom the market. Perry is now preparing suit against the railroads 
for lower fuel oil rates to Oklahoma and also to Gulf points which, he hopes, will open up 
a larger market and protect the one the producers now have. His complaint on Oklahoma 
rates before the Oklahoma Corporation Commission was to have come to hearing Sept. 
15th, but it has been postponed until the latter part of the month. 

“Mac,” this paper’s Oklahoma correspondent, points out in an article published else- 
where in this issue, that the producer can never hope to force active competition from the 
Big Pipe Line companies or get a fair market for his product until he deals directly with 
that market himself and not with the carriers. To do this, the producer’s interest, he says, 
requires the pipe lines to be common carriers in fact.

Shippers Join Battle With Carriers 
Over Proposed Rate Increases; Oil 
Men Prepare for Hearing

The rate hearings are now in progress before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission at New 
York writes Traffic Manager Boltz, of the N. P. 
A., in response to inquiry from the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association as to develop- 
ments in the rate increase fight. 

Representatives of the roads in official classifica- 
tion territory (which comprises the entire dis- 
trict lying east of the Mississippi and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac rivers) have for the past 
ten days been submitting testimony to show that 
the increases in rates, which were proposed to 
be made effective on or about July 1st, but which 
have since been suspended until November Ist, 
pending the decision of the commission as to the 
reasonableness of the advance—are not only jus- 
tifiable but are absolutely necessary to prevent 
some of the lines from going into bankruptcy. 

It is the contention of the carriers, that on 
account of the steady increase in their operating 
expenses each month, due to the increase in cost 
of labor, material, supplies, equipment, etc., and 
which their monthly reports to the commission 
show greatly exceed the increase in gross earn- 
ings—that more revenue is necessary to enable 
them to successfully operate their respective roads, 
and to provide additional funds for necessary ex- 
tensions, improvements, etc. 


DOUBT CAUSE OF DECREASE. 

While reports for the past few months ap- 
parently indicate that this is true, there is a 
question of doubt existing in the minds of the 
attorneys representing the shipping interests as to 
the actual cause of this rapid increase in operating 
expenses ; whether it is due to the reasons assigned 
by the carriers or whether it is due to a con- 
certed effort on their part to show poverty of

MEANS BIG INCREASE. 


Should the increases in rates be allowed, it will 
mean an increase in transportation charges on our 
shipments averaging about 10 per cent on car- 
load shipments and about 20 per cent on less than 
carload shipments between all points within the 
territory mentioned, and will also affect to the 
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points west of the Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio rivers, to which points through rates are 
usually based upon the rates in effect to the river 
crossings. 


After the testimony of the carriers has been 
presented, shippers will be given an opportunity 
of submitting testimony in rebuttal and as their 
case is in the hands of some of the most promi- 
nent attorneys of the country—Hon. Francis B. 
James, of Cincinnati, Ohio; John H. Atwood, of 
Kansas City, Mo., and Clifford Thorn, of Wash- 
ington, Iowa, representing the shipping interests 
of the middle states, and L. D. Brandeis repre- 
senting a large number of influential industrial 
and commercial organizations in the east, assisted 
by expert traffic representatives of various in- 
dustrial organizations throughout the country, also 
by the Mutual Audit Company of Louisville, Ky., 
the latter being a prominent auditing company 
long identified with railway accounting methods 
and who are thoroughly familiar with the con- 
duct of cases before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, we feel confident that an exhaustive 
investigation of the entire matter will be had 
through a rigid cross-examination of all railroad 
witnesses who may be called upon to give testi- 
mony in the case. 

TO PRESENT JOBBERS’ SIDE. 

In all probability the hearings will be con- 
tinued at various important commercial centers 
throughout the middle west at which time shippers 
will be given ample opportunity of submitting tes- 
timony tending to show what effect the proposed 
increase would have upon their business if it is 
permitted to go into effect and we shall un- 
doubtedly call upon many members of our or- 
ganization as well as members of the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association to offer testi- 
mony in the case. 

Funds necessary to the successful prosecution of 
the work in hand are now being subscribed by 
many individual shippers as well as by different 
organizations throughout the country; the Na- 
tional Petroleum Association has already con- 


tributed its share to the general shippers’ fund. 
Special attention, however, is being given by the 
Independent oil associations to the oil rates, the 
writer having attended most of the hearings so 
far in person, so that by the time the oil rates 
are considered we will be fully prepared to sub- 
mit a thorough and comprehensive case. 


We earnestly trust that the members of your 
organization, as well as all other Independent 
oil jobbers generally, will fully appreciate the jm- 
portance of the efforts being made to prevent the

JOE SIBLEY INDICTED 
x-Congressman Charged With 


Debauching Primaries 





The Hon. Jos. C. Sibley, his secretary and 
three political workers have been indicted by the 
grand jury of Warren county, Pa., for conspiracy 
to bribe, debauch and corrupt voters in the recent 
congressional primary, in which Sibley spent 
$42,500. The indictments followed Sibley's ar- 
rest on warrants charging the same. The indict- 
iments were returned September 7. 

Following the primaries, in which Sibley won, 
came reports of ballot box stuffing, two-dollar 
bills for cigar wrappers and a mass of charges 
of dishonest political work in Sibley’s behalf. 
With these reports came others that Sibley was 
in bad health. His reported health got worse 
when the constable called with the warrant for 
his arrest. The constable was informed Sibley 
was under the care of doctors and nurses and 
couldn’t be seen. He finally got to Sibley and 
found him fully dressed and getting around with 
ease. August 31 Sibley issued a long statement 
to the public in which he denied knowing anything 
about the big amount of money being spent in his

A large number of these are said not to have 
made any itemized statement to the workers when 
they got their money and now refuse to do so, 
the result being that a number of gentlemen may 
be unable to show where the money went. 


HITS ILLINOIS RATE 


National Refining Co. Wants Crude 
Carried Cheaper 





The first. attack by Independent oil men on 
crude oil rates east of the Mississippi was made 
August 30th, when The National Refining Co., 
Cleveland, O., filed complaint with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission asking for reduction of 
the crude oil rate from Flat Rock, IIl., to Find- 


lay, O., from 13% cents to 10 cents a hundred, 
in car loads. 

The present 13% cent rate applies also on re- 
fined oils in car loads, although in all other than 
Official Classification territory a lower rate is 
made for crude oil, and in all other commodities 


lower rates are given for the raw materials. One 
of the few exceptions to the present rule in Of- 
ficial Classification territory is the rate on un- 
finished products between the Standard Oil Co’s 
two refineries at Olean and Rochester, N. Y. 

On the success of this suit, in large measure, 
depends the chances of Independent refiners of 
the East drawing on the Illinois field for any 
considerable part of their crude at a fair cost. 

The complaint was signed by W. E. MacEwen,

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Iron Barrel Users Talk With 
Railroads On Specifications 





Final determination of the railroad specifica- 
tions for iron barrels and drums is expected at a 
meeting of the manufacturers, the users and the 
railroads at New York City September 15th, al- 
though request has been made to postpone this 
meeting to a later date. 

At a meeting at New York, August 22d, be- 
tween a special committee of the users and the 
representatives of the Bureau for the Safe Trans- 
portation of Explosive and Other Dangerous Ar- 
ticles of the American Railway Association, it 
was voted to increase the minimum weight of 70 
to 75 pounds for gn iron barrel, as fixed at a 
previous meeting of manufacturers, users and 
the railroads, to 85 pounds, and, although the of- 
ficial minutes do not formally show it, it was 
suggested that the proposed specifications call ex- 
clusively for a barrel shaped container. 

Those at the meeting August 22d were W, H. 
Fehsenfeld, Red “C” Oil Manufacturing Co., Bal- 
timore, Md., representing the National Petroleum 
Association; E. A. Buck, of E. A. Buck & Son, 
Palmer, Mass., appointed by President Hisgen to 
represent the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 
Association, and D. F. Hurd of the Standard Oil 
Co. Secretary Chamberlin, of the National Pe- 
troleum Association, and President Hisgen, of 
the I. P. M. A., who also were on the committee, 
could not be present. 


REFINERS WANT DELAY. 

In summing up the attitude of his association, 
Secretary Chamberlin says: 

“Our members recognize the advantages of the 
steel barrel or drum, but they do not feel that 
attempt should be made at this time to provide 
any specifications for a barrel. The iron barrel 
business is in its infancy, almost. There are 
many changes being made all the time and the en- 
ergetic manufacturers hardly know themselves 
what even the immediate future may show in 
barrel construction. Furthermore, the aim of all 


| 





barrel users is to make a barrel as light and as 
cheap as the service will permit, but whether the 
economy, in the long run, lies in a low priced 
barrel of a part of the life of a high priced barrel 
that is also much heavier, is yet to be determined, 
Our members feel that there should be no speci- 
fications until experience has told what they 
should be, and I should say that won’t be for at 
least three years yet.” 

An abstract of the minutes of the users-bureau 
conference last month, with the findings of the 
manufacturers-users-bureau conference of May 
following is: 

“Mr. Hurd stated that he had no direct knowl- 
edge of the details as his position was in relation 
to trafic matters, and Mr. Felton, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., was absent from the city. 


BUCK GIVES CHOICE. 

“Mr. Buck stated that he gave his customers 
a choice as to whether or not they prefer metal 
containers or wooden barrels. His experience 
indicated that the metal barrel was a good pack- 
age and he was in favor of its use. 

“Mr. Fehsenfeld stated that his company was 
among the first to experiment with the metal 
package, and about 50 per cent of these pack- 
ages gave good service. He had also used what 
is known as the glycerine drum, weighing 230 
pounds for 105 gallon containers, with unsatis- 
factory results . He stated that in using these 
non-galvanized drums, gasoline had a corrosive 
action upon the iron which made it objectionable 
to shipper and purchaser. 

“The proposed specifications as contained in 
the minutes of the meeting held May 23, 1910, 
were gone ever in detail, and it was the opinion 
of the gentlemen attending this conference that 
conclusion No. 1 should be questioned. There 
was also some question as to the accuracy of 
conclusion No. 2. 

“Conclusions Nos. 4 and 5 were agreed to. 


URGE HEAVIER BARREL. 


“Conclusion No. 6 was discussed and it was the 
opinion of those present that it should read as 
follows: ‘In fixing this standard care should be 
exercised to leave manufacturers free to use any 
useful methods available to them for making 
good barrels; while it is believed, for example 
that a standard barrel of not exceeding 55 gallons 
capacity should have a minimum weight of not 
less than 85 pound, and that the minimum thick. 
ness of metal in any part of the completed barrel 
should not be less than 16 gauge U. S. standard 
in addition to the foregoing specifications the 
finished product should also stand the following 
tests.’ 

“The tests as shown in specification No. 7, sub. 
paragraphs 2, 3 and 4, were approved. 

“It was the opinion of the conference that it 
was essential for all barrels to be galvanized jn. 
side and out, and that the specifications should 
contain some instructions as to the amount and 
method of galvanizing; or that a satisfactory 
sizing be provided for the interior of barrels, 
leaving the shipper free to paint the exterior, 
which, with the use of wooden or fibre plugs, 
would avoid objectionable corrosion. It was ree- 
ommended that barrels be so constructed as to ad- 
mit of complete drainage of the contents. 


ASKS CARE OF CARRIERS. 

“Mr. Hurd brought up the point that carriers 
should instruct their employes with reference to 
the proper handling of wooden or metal barrels, 
stating that it was their experience, and this was 
concurred in by the other conferees present, that 
railway employes made a practice of handling 
roughly metal barrels, with the result that many 
of them were damaged in transit and the ship- 
pers suffered thereby. 

“A discussion took place as to the form of the 
metal container, Mr. Fehsenfeld believing that a 
barrel .shaped container would better withstand 
the shocks incident to transportation. Mr. Buck 
believed that users should be left free to use either 
the straight-sided, drumshaped container or the 
barrel-shaped container. 

“The question of length of bilge was discussed. 
Mr. Fehsenfeld recommended that the specifica- 
tions should cover this point so as to provide 
for a short bilge on account of the liability of 
a long-bilged barrel to be damaged in handling.” 

The ‘conclusions of the manufacturers-bureat 
and users conference of May 23rd, were: 


MANUFACTURERS’ CONCLUSIONS. 


“1. Wooden barrels are more liable than steel 
barrels to permit, during transit by rail, leakage 
from defects, such as shrinkage, defective coop- 
erage and defective closing of joints. 

“2. Wood barrels are more liable to permit leak- 
age as a result of rough treatment during transit. 

“3. Wood barrels are ch 2per in their first cost 
and are lighter; but when we consider their com- 
paratively short life, the cost of re-coopering 
them and the loss of valuable material from them 
by evaporation, it is believed that a good metal 
barrel offers a better combination of economy 
and efficiency. 

“4. Irrespective of economy, it is the duty of 
the railway officials to promote public safety and 
to safeguard the transportation of explosives by 
removing as much as possible the active causes of 
fires on railway property. To this end they should 
use all proper means to secure the adoption by 
suippers of the safest available package for m- 
flanimable liquids and especially for those liquids 
with low flash points, such as carbon bisulphide, 
gasoline, benzine and naphtha. 

“5. As a result of unwise reduction in the cost 
of manufacture, metal barrels of less efficiency 
even than the average wooden barrel, have beet 
used occasionally in the past to ship these danger 
ous liquids, and this suggests the advisability of 
agreeing upon a minimum standard of quality for 
the metal barrels liable to be used in this m 
portant service. 

“6. In fixing this standard, care should be e& 
ercised to leave manufacturers free to use aly 
useful methods available to them for making g 
barrels; and while it is believed, for example 
that a standard 55 gallon steel barrel should have 
a minimum weight of not less than 70 to % 
pounds in the black (the average being mu 
higher), and that the minimum thickness of me

Each barrel must be tested by its manu- 
facturers by an interior hydraulic, or compressed 
air, pressure of not less than 15 pounds per square 
inch; and the type of barrel must be capable of 
standing, without any serious permanent deforma- 
tion, a similar test pressure of not less than forty 
pounds per square inch. No leaks must develop 
in either test. 

“(2). When filled with water, the type of barrel 
must also be capable of standing, without leak- 
age, a drop on its chime, or its side, from a 
heighth of not less than four feet onto a_ solid 
concrete foundation, 

“(3). Bungs and other openings must be pro- 
vided with secure closing devices. Threaded 
metal plugs must be close fitting and must be 
provided with a gasket of leather or other suitable 
material. Wooden plugs must be coated with a 
suitable shellac or glue and must have a driving 
fit into a tapered hole. 

“(4.) The method of manufacturing the barrel 
and the materials used must be well adapted to 
Producing a uniform product.” 


Prefers Wooden Oil Barges 


Wooden oil barges are better than the steel 
and cost half as much, declares Capt R. D.

In all other increases of 
Southern rates the commission has refused to 
suspend on complaint of the Independent oil men. 

Complaint was filed by Secretary Chamberlin 
of the N. P. A. September 3, against all the 
rates effective from Independent refining points 
to all points in the Southeastern states, alleging 
that the increases were unreasonable and unjust. 
They run from 7 cents to as high as 12 cents a 
100 pounds.

Eastern Producers Join in High Grade 
Oil Refining Co.; Directors 
are Selected 





The High Grade Oil Refining Co.—the co- 
operative Independent movement of Pennsylvania 
producers to get $2.00 oil—is now organized, most 
of the directors and officers have been selected 
and work is being pushed to get production 
signed up and preferred stock sold. 

The directors will meet at the company’s offices 
in the Oliver building, Pittsburg, Pa., the week of 
the 19th, to decide whether the company will build 
its own refinery, or make an alliance with or buy 
up one or more of the present eastern independ- 
ent refineries. It is said that several of these 
plants haye been offered the company for sale 
out-right, and that others have broached plans 
for definite co-operation. 

Many meetings have been held during the past 
month in Pennsylvania, principally at Butler, War- 
ren, Franklin, Titusville and Oil City, where the 
project has been submitted to the producers and 
oil signed and stock subscriptions received. Rep- 
resentatives of the company are now calling on 
the producers in the fields. It is stated that 
although the company has fixed 40,000 barrels a 
month of crude as enough to start business on, 
that its representatives are now busy signing up 
something over 100,000 barrels a month that has 
so far been offered. 


SELECT DIRECTORS. 


The directors of the company, as at present 
selected by the producers of the various districts, 
are: 

J. A. Schofield, attorney and leader in the 
movement, Warren, Pa., and president of J. 
A. Schofield & Co., oil producers.

i INCORPORATED IN ARIZONA. 


The company has been incorporated under the 
laws of Arizona to do a producing, refining and 
marketing business, to operate pipe lines, etc., 
with a capital stock of $10,000,000, one-half pre- 
ferred and one-half common. The common stock 
js issued to producers as their oil is run, for the 
difference between the National Transit Co.’s 
market price for crude, plus 15 cents a barrel 
premium, all in cash, and the price of $2.00 at 
which the oil is contracted for with the producer. 
The details of the producers’ agreement and the 
preferred stock subscription blanks and prospectus 
are published on this and the following page, in 
the latest form in which they have been author- 
ized by the company. 

Relative to the movement the company sent the 
following circular letter to all producers in- the 
state under date of August 20: 

“Dear Sir :--- , 

“Since the committee of oil producers sent out 
their circular letter dated July 20, ult., much has 
been accomplished in various ways. Meetings 
have been held in some of the different oil dis- 
tricts, and great enthusiasm in the movement for 
Independent producers to refine their own oil, was 
manifested all along the line.

“The committee have received scores of en- 
couraging letters from Independents, big daily

“Persuant to the above the committee has se- 
cured the incorporation of the High Grade Oil 
Refining Co. with an authorized capital of 100,000 
shares of the par value of $100 each, half com- 
mon and half preferred stock.

SEEKS FREE ENTRY | 
FOR OIL IN JAPAN 


Secretary of N. P. A. Appeals to 


Tariff Commission To Get New 








Abolishing Japan’s tariff on petroleum and its 
product is asked in an appeal to the U. S. Tariff | 
Board, September 8, by Secretary Chamberlin, of | 
the National Petroleum Association, on behalf | 
of its members. 

Mr. Chamberlin addressed H. C. Emery, chair- | 
man of the Tariff Board, and asked him to do} 
what he could in the country’s present tariff ne- | 
gotiations with Japan, and also called on Secre- | 
tary of State Knox and Senator Burton, of Ohio, | 
to help get another oil outlet. 

Japan’s total consumption of kerosene in 1907, 
according to U. S. Geological Survey reports, 
was roughly 2,400,000 barrels, against some 2,900,- 
000 barrels in 1904. Of this amount 744,557 bar- 
rels were of home refining, the balance being im- 
ported. In 1908 the home refineries which run 
anywhere from a barrel or two still capacity to 
fair sized plants, turned out 793,874 barrels of 
refined oil. There was imported, in petroleum, 
in 1907, 44,500,000 gallons from this country, 24,- 
000,000 from Dutch India—twice the importation 
from there the year before—1,500,000 gallons 
from Asiatic Russia and 12 gallons generally. 
The total imports were valued at $7,133,000 for 
that year. 

URGES FREE OIL. 

Secretary Chamberlin’s appeal 
board is: 

“I am advised by one of our members that 
Japan is now negotiating a treaty with the United 
State and that among the items considered will 
undoubtedly be the question of a duty upon oil. 

“My understanding of the situation as it ex- 
ists at the present time is that the United States 
imposes no duty upon this product, either in its 
crude state or in any of its commercial manu- 
factures, not including what are known as the 
chemical manufactures therefrom. 

“Japan at the present time imposes a duty upon 
refined oil equal to 4.785 of a cent per gallon, 
and on crude 20 per cent ad valorem, plus 20 
per cent. for sundries, which would be equiva- 
lent to a duty of 40 per cent. thereon. 

“I am advised that Japan produces only 2,- 
000,000 barrels of crude oil per annum, while 
her consumption of the products amounts to many 
times that quantity. 

“California leads all of the states in the Union 
in the production of oil at the present time, pro- 
ducing perhaps 50,000,000 barrels per annum. 

“It is my understanding that the Japanese gov- 
ernment has lent aid to its own refineries and

“It would be especially pleasing and advan- 
tageous to our people if they could be induced 
to admit imports of crude petroleum oil from the 
United States free of duty.”

Exclusive right to use the words “Non-fluid” 
oil as a trade mark was denied .the New York 
and New Jersey Lubricant Co. in chancery court, 
New Jersey, August 9. The defendant was Or- 
lando W. Young, oil jobber, of Newark, N. J. 

The question, as finally placed before the court, 
did not concern so much the right to exclusive 
use of the words “non-fluid” oil as the right of 
any one to apply those words in description to 
what the defendant maintained was nothing but 
a thin grease. The court did not pass upon it 
in this way, but only went so far as to deny the 
New York and New Jersey Lubricant Co. relief. 
Vice-Chancellor Stevens, in his decision, said: 

“But the material misrepresentation in this case 
is, after the evidence, to be found in the word 
“oil.” Complainant’s product in its liquid form 
greatly resembles oil and would, by the majority 
of persons, be mistaken for oil, if complainant so 
described it. Now complainant knew that it was 
a grease and that it would be so mistaken, and 
it knew, too, that at the time it adopted it its 
competitors were calling a very similar product 
What was its object in describing it, if 
not deception? By the name alone complainant 
was representing to the public that it was furnish- 
ing a superior product, an automobile and other 
lubricant, while its competitors were only able to 
sell a grease. But it did not stop at the name. 
It advertised the product and this is what some 
of the advertisements says: 

NOT A GREASE, SAYS ADV. 

“*Non-fluid oils are not greases, as some have 
supposed. They are fine mineral oils so treated 
as to become partially solidified; Non-fluid oils 
represent a distinct advance over fluid oils and 
greases for automobile lubrication ; being non-fluid 
they do not spatter and drip to waste like fluid 
oils. They do not have to be solvent by frictional 
heat,’ etc. “CAUTION. Inspired by our success, 
others are offering tallow greases in imitation of 
non-fluid oils under similar names. We presume 
it is on that account that certain grease makers, 
for example one in Newark, N. J., and one in

The railroads have now settled down to the 
task of showing the public, beyond all reason- 
able doubt, that they need the money.

From the first radical” state- 
ments by railway officials—principally Presi- 
dent Ripley of the Sante Fe—that the whole 
country would go to the bow-wows unless the 
roads got their increased rates, the railroads 
and financial interests have lapsed into conser- 
vatism; operating expenses are increasing;

The presentation 
will require the support of every oil man jp 
the country, whether he is a member of either 
of these associations or not. The oil mep's 
case must be presented with the maximum 
support of the trade to get the best results, 
A special oil fund is being created for the ad- 
ditional expenses that are and will be incurred jp 
the fight. 

And Mr. Jobber and Mr. Refiner, not 4 
member of either association, when you are 
called upon to put in your support, see that it 
GETS in AT ONCE and be as liberal as your 
circumstances will permit. The burden of 
support falls on you, just as much as if you 
were a member of an association and_ falls 
just as hard as the burden of the increased 
freight rates will if YOU let them go into 
effect.

From Under Ohio Damage Sui 





Standard Oil has begun the old-time lega!-de- 
lay game in the suits for $550,000 damages for 
arbitrarily fixing the price of Ohio crude below 
its real value, brought by three Ohio producers. 

John D. Rockefeller, served in the case at 
his Cleveland home, enters court by counsel 
only long enough to say that he is not a citi- 
zen of Ohio, but of New York, and therefore 
can’t be served. , 

Standard Oil of New Jersey says its busi- 
ness is done from Bayonne, N. J., that it 
never did business in Ohio and that service 
upon its president, John D., was obtained 
when he was in Ohio only in his private ca- 
pacity as a golf player and not as its repre- 
sentative. wy 

The Buckeye Pipe Line Co. says it is a 
resident of Allen county and never did busi- 
ness in Hancock county, where the suits are 
filed, and hence isn’t under the jurisdiction 
of Hancock county courts. 

The Solar Refining Co. says ditto. 

While the Ohio Oil Co. enters a demurrer, 
instead of motions to quash as the four 
others have done, and says there are not suf- 
ficient facts to constitute a cause of action, 
that there is a misjoinder of parties defendant 
and that the law of limitations is operative 
against the actions anyway. 

The damage suits now hang on the ability of 
counsel for the plaintiff producers, George H. 
Phelps, of Findlay, O., former anti-Standard law- 
yer, to show the court that he actually has legal 
service on all the defendants and that they must 
stand trial. 

BANKS ON “GOLF” DECISION. 

Standard Oil bases its contention of no service 
in the cases of the first two named defendants 
on a decision rendered three years ago by Judge 


Duncan, of common pleas court, Findlay, O., 





when the state of Ohio, in an ouster suit, sought 
to hold the Standard of New Jersey by serving 
its president, John D., after something of a chase 
at his Cleveland home. Judge Duncan then sup- 
ported the S. O. lawyer’s argument that John D. 
was in Ohio only to play golf and to spend the 
summer and that he didn’t represent his New 
Jersey company while here then. Attorney Phelps 
was counsel for the state in this action. This rul- 
ing was never appealed by the state because all 
it was then seeking was to eliminate the monopoly 
from the corporations of Standard Oil doing busi- 
ness in Ohio. 

The contention of Counsel Phelps, in reply to 
the S. O. allegations, is summed up in his sen- 
tence: 

“It would seem to the casual observer that a 
corporation, no matter where located, which as- 
sumed and exercised the right to own and operate 
Ohio corporations, would be held to be doing 
business wherever they so owned and operated 
them.” 

In its motion to quash summons, Standard Oil 
of New Jersey says: 

NO OFFICES IN OHIO. 

“At the time of the commencement of this ac- 
tion and at the time of the said pretended serv- 
ice of summons, the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey was not transacting business within said 
county of Cuyahoga (containing Cleveland) nor 
within said state; it had no office or place of 
business of any kind whatsoever within said coun- 
ty, nor within the state of Ohio, nor had it any 
managing agent or employe therein; it has never 
at any time engaged in business in said county 
and state, nor is it now so engaged; it has never 
at any time had, nor has it now, in said county 
or in said state, any office or place of business 
of any kind whatsoever. The said John D. 
Rockefeller, at the time of said pretended service 


of summons upon him herein, was but temporarily 
in said county and state, solely for his own private 
purposes, and he was not there transacting any 
| business for the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
| nor in any way representing it in said county and 
| state.” 

| Kline, Tolles and Moreley, of Cleveland, ap- 
| pear as attorneys for Rockefeller, Standard of 
| New Jersey and the Ohio Oil Co. They are the 
| Standard’s leading Ohio attorneys, but whenever 
| service of summons has been sought on the two 
| former they have always maintained that they 
inever acted for the two in those cases. Wheeler 
& Bentley, Lima, Ohio, with the Cleveland firm, 
are attorneys for the Buckeye Pipe Line and Solar 
Refining Companies. The motions to quash were 
filed August 26 and wil! come up at the fall term 
of court. 

Speaking of the Standard’s contention that its 
New Jersey company and Rockefeller aren't un- 
der the jurisdiction of the state of Ohio, Attorney 
Phelps for the plaintiff says. 


ALWAYS. WAS IN OHIO. 


“It would be difficult, indeed, to satisfy the or- 
dinary layman, especially if he were interested in 
any department of oil industry in Ohio since that 
field was opened, that the Standard Oil trust, 
now that we know what that is, has not been do- 
ing pepole and things in that state. 

“It has in recent years been historically dem- 
onstrated that the Standard Oil Trust was orgat- 
ized as a partnership by that name by Mr. Rock- 
efeller and others, in 1882, for the purpose of 
doing business in all of the oil producing, refin- 
ing and distributing sections of the country, BY 
MEANS OF CORPORATIONS WHICH 
THEY AGREED TO ORGANIZE for that pur- 
pose, IN THE DIFFERENT STATES IN 
WHICH IT BECAME EXPEDIENT TO 
CONDUCT ANY DEPARTMENT OF THAT 
BUSINESS. The stocks of these corporations 
were to be held and voted, and the officers thereof 
elected, and the earnings distributed by Mr. Rock- 
efeller and his other eight named managing patt- 
ners (TRUSTEES). That in this relation, they 


organized and acquired some TWENTY CORPO- 





RATIONS, SEVERAL OF WHICH WERE IN- 
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CORPORATED AND OPERATED IN OHIO, 
and more especially the corporate defendants in 
this case, Other than the New Jersey Standard, 
which they incorporated in that state. 

“This condition existed until about 1899, when 
they increased the capital of the New Jersey cor- 
poration to $110,000,000.00, elected Rockefeller 
and his co-managing PARTNERS to its director- 
ate, and FORMALLY TRADED ITS STOCK 
FOR THAT OF THE TWENTY OTHER 
CORPORAIONS, since which these same men 
as DIRECTORS, instead of trustees, (SO DES- 
IGNATED) have continued to own and manipu- 
late the other corporations in the same way and 
to the:same purpose and effect. Incidentally, it 
may be said that this change was rendered neces- 
sary, or at least expedient, when the supreme 
court of Ohio held in 1892 that these MAN- 
AGING partners COULD NOT LEGALLY 
OWN AND VOTE THE STOCK OF OHIO 
CORPORATIONS. 

DO OPERATE IN STATE. 


“Under this New Jersey corporate charter 
ROCKEFELLER and his co-directors, claim and 
EXERCISE the right to OWN AND OPERATE 
OHIO CORPORATIONS, VOTE THEIR 
STOCKS IN OHIO AT THE MEETINGS IN 
OHIO, WHICH, UNDER THE LAW, THEY 
ARE COMPELLED TO HOLD IN OHIO, and 
thy TAKE OUT OF OHIO the earnings of 
these local corporations and divide and disburse 
them. 

“It would seem to the casual observer, that a 
corporation, NO MATTER WHERE LO- 
CATED, which assumed and exercised the right 
to own and operate Ohio corporations, WOULD 
BE HELD TO BE DOING’ BUSINESS 
WHEREVER THEY SO OWNED AND OP- 
ERATED THEM. 

“That if it is within the corporate power and 
prerogative of a foreign corporation to own and 
operate Ohio corporations and CARRY AWAY 
THEIR EARNINGS, that to that extent, at 
least, THEY ARE CONDUCTING THEIR 


CORPORATE BUSINESS IN OHIO, whatever 
they may be doing elsewhere. 


“Whatever may be said or argued respecting 
the legal fiction of CORPORATE ENTITY, 
apart from the individuals who compose it and 
exercise the corporate power, it can hardly BE 
DENIED THAT AN OHIO CORPORATION 
IS RUN BY ITS STOCKHOLDERS, and IF 
RUN BY A FOREIGN CORPORATION AS 
SUCH STOCKHOLDER, THAT STOCK- 
HOLDER IS CERTAINLY DOING A COR- 
PORATE BUSINESS WHEREVER IT OWNS 
AND OPERATES ITS CORPORATIONS. 


“It would be as strange as it is lamentable and 
deplorable if a NEW JERSEY CORPORATION 
can own and. operate all the CORPORATE 
BUSINESS IN OHIO, WITHOUT BEING 
AMENABLE TO THE JUDICIAL PROCESS 
AND CONTROL OF HER COURTS. That 
would be a ‘TWILIGHT ZONE, A GRETNA 
GREEN FOR MONOPOLY’ TO DELIGHT 
THE, SOUL OF THE WHOLE TAFT CAB- 
INET and MR. MORGAN OF WALL STREET, 
and the latter end of the good old Democratic 
doctrine of STATE RIGHTS AND STATE 
SOVEREIGNTY. 

“The outcome of this effort at IMMUNITY 
which these motions involve will be of absorbing 
interest to THEODORE ROOSEVELT, who is 
quoted in his car end and banquet speeches as 
having declared that ‘I WILL MAKE THESE 
CORPORATIONS COME DOWN.,’”

PRESENT ANTI-TRUST 
LAWS CENTURIES OLD 


Eminent Attorney Says They Won 
Historic Fight Against Mon- 
opoly in Early History 








The present anti-trust laws are simply remind- 
ers of the common law principles established 
many centuries ago, according to Frederick J. 
Stimson, prominent member of the bar at Bos- 
ton, Mass., and legal text book author, in an ad- 
dress before the Bar Association of Indiana last 
month on “The Law of Combined Action or Pos- 
session.” Mr. Stimson said in part: 

“The same questions (of combinations) came up 
early in England in the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries precisely that we are having 
today in this country. It is the English common 
law which grew from the customs of the people, 
and not from statute, and developed a theory of 
what law should be applied to combinations of 
persons which is peculiar to English common 
law, and has been the admiration of continental 
jurists ever since they became acquainted with it; 
notably with Napoleon, who boldly took it over 
in his Code Civile. 

APPLIED HIGHER STANDARD. 

“And the great beauty and profundity of that 
law was that it recognized the great power of 
combination either of individuals or of capital, 
and it applied a higher standard of moral duty to 
combined action than it was possible for the law 
to apply to the action of an individual which must 
lie within his own conscience. It was recognized 
in very early England that a combination to ruin 
a man, although no criminal act was done, is 
a highly criminal offense. Take, for instance, 
that I may refuse to trade witha baker in my 
town. I have a right not to trade with him, but 
if I call a meeting of all the individuals in that 
town and get them to combine and agree not to

“Therefore, this old law of conspiracy recog- | 
nized that not only was combined action or pos- 


. session for a criminal purpose unlawful, but it 


was equally unlawful when it had a _ purpose 
merely immoral, such as the injury of a third 
party or of the people in general, as in the case 
of our trusts and combines in restraint of trade. 
That law.was established in its perfection five 
hundred years ago in Engand, and all of our 
anti-trust acts have really added nothing to it. 

“But the law had been forgotten, and the only 
real reason for passing our anti-trust statutes 
was to remind people again of this common law; 
and in the case of the Sherman act it was neces- 
sary in order to apply these common-law prin- 
ciples to matters of interstate commerce, there 
being, in the absence of statute, no Federal com- 
mon law. 


MAKE ACT STRONGER. 


“T should urge that this law be studied,—not 
forgotten, not repealed, but rather strengthened. 
It is the one great domain of our common law, 
outside of criminal law, which goes into the 
question of intention, of moral purpose; that is to 
say, | may combine in order to increase my own 
business, but not for the immediate purpose of 
injuring my neighbor or the people at large. I! 
hold, therefore, that this great question of con- 
spiracy—the law of combination—whether of 
properties or of persons, is to be determined by 
the first intent of the combination. 

“It is my opinion no jury will ever have any 
difficulty in determining that intent. That is pre- 
cisely what juries are for;.for, as they have to do 
it in all cases of criminal law, so they can do it 
in this. The very trouble with the Sherman 
Act—what I suspect is perplexing our Supreme 
Court today—is that they are asked to determine 
questions of fact, for instance the primal intention 
of the Standard Oil combination, without the 
assistance of a jury. It is not the effect, the 
result, nor is it a criminal or unlawful act actu- 
ally committed that has any bearing, except 
merely as evidence; and this had been repeatedly 
decided by our Supreme Court and others. The 
combination may be a much higher crime, a 
much more dangerous thing than even a criminal 
act committed under it. 


APPLIES GOLDEN RULE. 


“In short, our ancestors had the intelligence to 
learn in life the dangerous power of association, 
and have recognized it in this law. It is a com- 
mon complaint of the layman that the law does 
not recognize the higher justice, the higher do- 
main of morality, one’s duty to one’s neighbor. 
Now this is not the great evil of our common 
law, which does that. It seeks to apply the 
Golden Rule, which looks into your motive, both 
as respects your neighbor and the state or the 
people at large. 

“It is applied with equal partiality to boycotts, 
combinations, of individuals, and to blacklists, 
trusts, or combinations in restraint of trade to

which are combinations of capital. 

“Of late, certain statutes have been proposed 
yy, as it seems to me, more or less superficial 
reformers, who wish to do away with all this; 
English-American law of combination. Gas! 
great body of our common law, I repeat, is based | 
on the Golden Rule, and I am here to urge that 
it be not given up. 

“The whole point is that this law was for- 
gotten for centuries, and suddenly the old emer- 
gency sprang up again—the same combinations of 
individuals as in the old trade guilds of England, 
and of capital as in the old cases of monopoly. 

“It seems to me they took our bench and bar 
by surprise, those things which had not been 
remembered or studied for centuries. The law 
of England seemed to have been so fully estab- 
lished that it was forgotten, and, in their haste 
to meet the evil, our legislatures, state and na- 
tional, passed a crude legislation, which so far as 
it embodied the common law was good, and has 
lasted, but when it went beyond the common law 
was apt to be absurd or unconstitutional. It is the 
duty of the bench and bar to reinform themselves 
on this most important matter, and not think that 
it is a hopeless evil, which has been both met and 
surmounted in the past history of our great 





civilization.”

Indeed why? We have pipe lines enough to

now. The opportunity is excellent for proving 
out the essential rectitude of the contentions of 
President Perry and his association in the days 
when they were contending that the right of 
eminent domain should be given to private pipe 
lines in order to hasten the promised day that 
they might hope, even, as they may hope now. 
All that is necessary is to hope. 


SHOULD AVOID IMPATIENCE. 


And by thus contenting themselves with hoping 
for better values they will avoid that appearance 
of impatience, ingratitude and unrest that is so 
out of harmony with the historic equibility of our 
business.

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contending, practically, that it was none of our 

business what it was worth.

Why is crude low? Rather would I say why 
should it not be low? What is there in the Okla- 
homa situation pointing to a higher price suffi- 
ciently forceful to overcome the things that point 
to it staying where it is or where it pleased. Is 
there a law, unwritten or written of the land or 
of trade, that will make a man pay more for any- 
| thing than he has to pay? Is there an inclination 
in human nature that warrants expectancy that 
even a philanthropist will do it? In other words, 
does not the relation of the true value of any- 
thing in human exchange to the price of it de- 
pend upon the equality of power of the two par- 
ties to its exchange with reference to the point 
at which barter is made and the price fixed? 


DEPENDS ON FREE CONTRACT. 


There can be no direct question of the point 
that the price of any article of commerce de- 
pends entirely upon the right and power of free 
contract in both parties to its exchange and not 
at all upon the facts which point its value or what 
its price ought to be. And yet just that question 
is implied when it is asked “why is crude low?” 
In many of the answers to it I think the same 
question is implied. How? By the implication 
that pipe line companies should be and are proper 
marketing agencies. 

I have read in local papers the following an- 
swer of one producer to your query: 

“Why is Mid-Continent crude low? 

‘Because of an understanding between the pipe 
line companies. Anything like competition be- 
tween them as intended by the laws of the land 
would result in an advance that means something 
to the Independent producer. 





“The system of jockeying with two-cent ad- 
vances, such as has just been started here (38 
to 40 cents) is a good illustration of the under- 
standing that exists. 

“The Oklahoma producer has been doing a lot 
of thinking lately but he is now preparing to act, 
Please accept thanks for the opportunity to ex- 
press my feelings, and also for the good work 
you have undertaken.” 

PRODUCERS DON’T THINK. 

This gentleman makes a most creditable reply 
as to its spirit but I for one can give it very 
little credit for its evidence of grasp of the situa- 
tion. In the first place, I, who have been here on 
the ground and trying to produce and to sell oil 
must say that I have witnessed no evidence that 
“the Oklahoma producer has been doing a lot of 
thinking.” Even this gentleman, who surely is 
more thoughtful than are the majority of my 
associates, evinces a sorry lack of clearness of 
view of the matter in hand when he rests so good 
a case on a charge that “the pipe line companies 
have come to an understanding.” He can not 
prove it in a thousand years. If he or I or all of 
us rest our contention that we are robbed, uncou- 
scionably robbed, coarsely, vulgarly, cruelly and 
meanly robbed every time we sell a barrel of 
Oklahoma crude at the well for 40 cents, upon 
the allegation that the pipe line companies “have 
come to an understanding,” that they will each 
and all pursue truly and loyally the plan of rob- 
bery, we lose our case. They can deny it as ve- 
hemently and ten times more successfully, if not 
plausibly, than we can allege it and there you 
are. 

CAN’T LINK THE TWO. 

But that is not the deepest fault in the gentle-_ 
man’s allegation. It is this: it implies that pipe 
lines are properly marketing agencies; it sets up 
that the law contemplates competition between 
them and that the law is overcome by a secret 
and sinister suspension of some natural impulse 
toward what it contemplates. This rests upon 
an assumption that the adjustment of the market- 
ing system, which crafty men have foisted upon 
the oil business, in confusing its transportation 
with its marketing is right, proper and capable of 
being made by law to preserve fundamental prin- 
ciples of trade.

Monop- 
oly will laugh at your confusion and rob you the 
while. All the laws ever passed will not “pro- 
duce” competition where it can not be and it can 
not be where there is no right and power of free 
contract as between the two parties to the ex- 
change of a commodity for the purchase or sale 
of which competition might be supposed. 

Laws may lay embargoes, may tax trade, may 
subsidize trade, may restrict it or promote it, but 
no law written by men can fix upon what class or 
persons the weight of such embargo, tax or re- 
striction or the profit of the subsidy or other 
promotion shall eventually fall. That is fixed by 
an immutable law of trade and nature as unfail- 
ing as gravitation. As unfailingly will the law of 
trade assert itself that there is no competition 
possible where the elements that make it are ab- 
sent or where the buyer and seller cannot meet 
on terms of equality. To call upon the law to 
command competition in such a case is puerile, 
ill advised and possibly laughable. To attribute 
the lack of competition to an alleged “understand- 
ing” is to fail to grasp the situation and the 
principles involved and to be in general unprac- 
tical. 

PACT NOT NEEDED. 

An “understanding” is an unnecessarily incrim- 
inating thing where the very fundaments of a 
system dictate unfailingly the same conditions as 
an “understanding” might attempt. That there is 
an understanding to perpetuate the insufferable 
system that makes lesser “understandings” unnec- 
essary is unquestionable but in that “understand- 
ing” are included a great many producers who, 
have not been “doing a lot of thinking,” by a 
dern sight. 

Is there need to cite proof that there never was, 
even temporarily or in a limited area, a healthy 
competition for the oil producers product since the 
transportation facilities became the adjuncts to 
hostile interests? Is there need to cite proof 
that such flurries of better prices to the producer, 


| 








monopoly had a purpose to “squeeze” some other 
interest beside the producer ? 

Is there need to cite proof that, with its con- 
trol of transportation, monopoly has consistently, 
persistently and, I will say, just naturally, placed 
hundreds of producers at the necessity of selling 
to it the very choicest producing properties for 
less than they were worth? Is there need to cite 
proof that this is not done always for the profits 
arising out of those purchases but to conserve 
monopoly by rendering farther from possibility 
the producers having and holding such control of 
their own business in their own class as mighf 
at some moment of shortage bring the monopoly 
to its knees before them? 

WON’T SELL AT ITS PRICE. 

In proof of this latter is it necessary to cite 
that in but the rarest instances has the monopoly 
proven itself able to produce crude from wells 
as economically as the producers can do? Why, 
every observation is that, were it compelled to 
sell its production in no better market than it 
provides for the producer, its producing interests 
had “broke” it long ago. 

Finally is it necessary to cite proof that the 
monopoly is not essentially or any wise different 
in Oklahoma from the older fields by reason of 
it appearing with three heads and lines instead of 
one? Why? Simply because the producer here 
is in the same situation as there, namely, with 
no working right to a way to a market of his 
own choosing. 

I savy “working” right because he has a moral 
right. There have been a few half finished steps 
taken to give that moral right a legal standing 
and to conserve it by legal enactments, both fed- 
eral and state, and they have been and are nil 
and nugatory practically. 

PRODUCERS DIVIDED. 

And, by the way, when those legal enactments 
were in course of debate who fought monopoly’s 
battle, moving heaven and earth to forefend their 
passage? I answer, sOme of us producers. In 
Oklahoma when a law was being debated designed 
to touch, as best a law might, under the circum- 








stances, upon certain gross irregularities, but 
which had the far greater merit of asserting the 
state’s right and duty to supervise transportation 
even of oil, the ranks of the producers were 
broken and many of the biggest of our fellows 
turned gallant and lent their power to preserve 
inviolate to monopoly the sacred instrument by 
which it has forced many of them since then to 
sell out their fine productlon at unfair prices. 

I saw this and that is why I say that it not my 
observation that “producers have been doing a 
lot of thinking.” The one opportunity monopoly 
has left us is to grab a wild cat lease and de- 
velop it and that engeges most of our “thinking” 
and all of our time. There is plenty of “compe- 
tition” in that department of the business, but 
none in any other and thus we are where the 
monopoly’s press agencies can crow about how 
cheaply we sell our developed stuff and strive for 
more. 

It may be that, as my friend says, “they are 
preparing to act.” That may be. Sometimes | 
think I see signs of it. It requires action, mostly 
although some little thought, to break the game 
of monopoly. It is, up to us and not our phil 
anthropic friends. The lesson of California could 
he profitably studied. In the meantime why 3 
crude low? Why in hell should it be otherwise!

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CONSPIRACY CHARGED 
AGAINST PURE OIL 


Stockholder of U. S. Pipe Line Brings 
Suit in Equity and Asks for 


an Accounting 





Charging conspiracy, with intent to injure and 
destroy the United States Pipe Line Company, 
on the part of the Pure Oil Company, a corpora- 
tion of New Jersey, and the Pure Oil Pipe Line 
Company of Pennsylvania, Henry Doscher, a citi- 
zen of New York, filed a suit August 12th in 
the United States circuit court, for the eastern 
district of Pennsylvania, at Philadelphia, against 
the foregoing corporations, their officers and 
directors, praying for relief. 

Papers were served on Edward H. Jennings, 
of Pittsburg; Peter Theobald, of Titusville, and 
Thomas W. Phillips, of New Castle, by United 
States Deputy Marshal Robert H. McBurney, of 
the Western district, these three being members 
of the board of directors. 

The others mentioned as defendants in the suit 
are: Michael Murphy, president; William H. 
Tarbell, treasurer, and Louis Walz and Delevan 
Emery, all of Pennsylvania in other districts. 


ALLEGES CONTROL. 


It is set forth in the action that the United 
States Pipe Line Company, which is capitalized 
at $1,193,100, and is engaged in the business of 
transporting crude and refined oil in Pennsylvania, 
with its. termini at Marcus Hook, was under 
the control of Murphy and the other stock- 
holders mentioned, who owned or controlled 6,100 
shares. By thus owning and controlling the 
shares mentioned, which constituted a majority 
of the stock, it is alleged that the defendants 
were enabled to control the election of officers 
and directors. 

On or about February 1, 1901, it is alleged the 
defendants, Murphy, Tarbell and the other direc- 
tors, together with divers persons unknown, 
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conspired and combined to subordinate the man- 
agement of the United States Pipe Line Com- 
pany, so that the defendant, the Pure Oil Com- 
pany, would procure its business, in conjunction 
with other corporations controlled by it and 
the defendants. In this manner it is alleged that 
the property of the United States Pipe Line Com- 
pany was rendered valueless. 


SOLD TO PURE CO. 


The plaintiff alleges that Murphy and the 
others entered into an agreement to sell all their 
shares of the capital stock of the United States 
Pipe Line Company to the defendants, the Pure 
Oil Company, which by the agreement being 
carried out, was made the owner of the majority 
of the capital stock of the United States Pipe 
Line Company. They were given in payment capi- 
tal stock of the Pure Oil Company, but each of the 
defendants retained one share in the United 
States Pipe Line Company, it is alleged, thus 
qualifying them to remain directors in the United 
States Pipe Line Company for the benefit of the 
Pure Oil Company. 

It is alleged that all were elected as officers 
or directors of the Pure Oil Company. 

To enable them to carry out the purpose of 
their alleged conspiracy to destroy the United 
States Pipe Line Company, the plaintiff alleges 
that the defendants have adhered to a policy of 
concealment regarding the affairs of the United 
Pipe Line Company, of which Murphy is the 
president, and have utterly ignored the holding 
of quarterly meetings, in conformity with the 
by-laws, for a period of upward of seven years. 

The plaintiff sets forth that the defendants 
have been using the storage tanks and pipe lines 
of the United States Pipe Line Company without 
charge and that the Pure Oil Company has been 
mixing other substances with the oil delivered 
to the United States Pipe Line Company, thus 
affecting its quality. 

It is also charged that the moneys and prop- 
erty of the United States Pipe Line Company 
have been diverted to the use of the Pure Oil 
Company, who have loaned themselves large sums

pany with no security; that the directors haye 
reduced the rate from 35 cents to 2 cents a 
barrel for the benefit of the Pure Oil Company, 
of which they are also directors, thus causing a 
loss to the plaintiff and others aggregating 
+600,000. 

The plaintiff sets iorth that the defendants 
organized the Pure Oil Pipe Line Company to 
evade - liability to stockholders of the United 
States Pipe Line Company and to compete with 
the United States Pipe Line Company, and claims 
that the damage will be not less than $1,200,000, 

The plaintiff asks for an accounting of work 
done, moneys and property of the United States 
Pipe Line Company loaned by the defendants, 
Murphy and the other directors. An order is also 
asked for restraining the defendants from te- 
taining all moneys thus loaned and the plaintiff 
further asks that all surplus moneys owned by 
the United States Pipe Line Company now in 
possession of the Pure Oil Company be dis- 
tributed as dividends, and for such further relief 
as the court may see fit. 

According to the statement of the plaintiff the 
Pure Oil Company is capitalized at $10,000,000, 
the United States Pipe Line Company is capital- 
ized at $1,193,100 and the Pure Oil Pipe Line 
Company is capitalized at $300,000. 

Doscher is a stockholder in the United States 
Pipe Line Company, being the owner of 10 
shares of capital stock, valued at $100 per share. 
The papers were filed by Attorney Henry F. 
Cochrane, acting for the plaintiff, in the Eastern 
district of Pennsylvania. 


MAKES 30 CT. MARKET 


Something on the order of a price war om 
California crude seems to have started, accord- 
ing to recent reports from Los Angeles. 

The Associated Oil Company, owned by the 
Southern Pacific, has cut the price of crude om 
daily runs from 50 to 30 cents a barrel while at 
the same time negotiations are reported pending 
with the Independent Producers Agency and 
Union Oil Company for a sale of a large part of 
the latter’s oil.

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WOULD CUT RATES ON 
PETROLEUM ASPHALT 


Oficial Classification Committee and 
Shippers Agree on Reduction 
from 5th to 6th Class 








A 10 per cent reduction in the rates on petro- 
leum asphaltum has been recommended by a joint 
conference of oil shippers and representatives of 
the oficial classification committee, held at New 
York City, August 9 and 10. 

The conference recommended the elimination of 
petroleum asphaltum in the classification as now 
printed, and which product is now being handled 
on the same basis as other petroleum products, 
viz: 90 per cent of 5th class at an estimated 
weight of 6.6 pounds per gallon. The intention is 
to carry it in the classification under a separate 
caption on a basis of 6th class rate when in 
tank cars and at an estimated weight per gallon, 
approximating the actual weight, if an equitable 
rate can be secured. This change will reduce the 
rate 10 per cent. Shippers are now furnishing 
the conferees with statements of the actual weight 


of asphaltum, asphalt cement, pitch, tar, wax and 
analogous products.

Reductions in the tank wagon prices of burning 
oils have been made generally over the west and 
middle western states by Standard Oil in the past 
twenty days.
